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DETAILED ACTION 
Remarks 

1. Claims 3, 9, and 20 were canceled, and pending claims 1-2, 4-8, 10-19, and 21-23 are for 
reconsideration. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-2, 4-8, 10-19, and 21-23 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior arts of record to Sigler, Balasuriya, Cassidy, and Gelvin (now citing) 
fails to either alone or combine to teach or suggest a device, a system and its corresponding 
method for arbitrating between a first communication device having floor control in a group 
communication network and a second communication device competing for floor control 
comprising the steps of receiving a request for floor control from the second communication 
device, comparing the priority level of the first communication device and the second 
communication device, and granting floor control to the second device has a higher or equal 
priority, and wherein the priority is dynamically assigned, and a priority assigned to a particular 
communication device is a fixed value defined in a database maintained by a session initiation 
protocol (SIP) server and an arbitration algorithm is used to arbitrate conflicts and this algorithm 
can be individually configured on a per net basis as cited in claim 1 and similarly in claims 7, 13- 
19, and 21-23. None of prior art teaches this feature, and Gelvin teaches to have algorithm for 
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applications in priority handling (Fig. 25, and col. 26/lines 41-58); however, Gelvin does not 
suggest anything related to group communication and granting a second communication device 
to compete for floor control, or the algorithm can be individually configured on a per net basis 
and the SIP of Gelvin simply refers to Sensor Interface Processor (col. 18/lines 56-61) not the 
Session Initiation Protocol server as claimed.
